GS R. 1898.—In exercise ol the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order further to amend the Rajasthan Foodgrains (Restrictions on 
Border Movement) Order, 1959, namely:-— 

1. This Order may be’called the Rajasthan Foodgrains (Restrictions on Border 
Movement) Second Amendment Order, 1988- 

2- In the Rajasthan Foodgrains (Restrictions on Border Movement) Order, 
1959, for the Schedule, the following Schedule shall be substituted, namely:— 

The Schedule 

(1) Rice and paddy and their products excluding rice, bran and husk- 

(2) Jowar, Bajra or Maize either whole, split or in any other form. 
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G-S-R- 1899—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 195S (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, namely:— 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the 
Punjab and Haryana Paddy (Regulation of Movement) Order, 1908. 

(2) It extends to the States of Punjab and Haryana. 

(3) It shall come Into force at once- 

2. Power to regulate movement of paddy.—Notwithstanding anything contained 
In the Northern Rice Zone (Movement Control) Order, 1968, it shall be lawful, 
during the continuance in force of tins Order, for the Governments of the State 
of Punjab or Haryana to regulate the movement of paddy from any place within 
the State to a place outside It.
